HOSIUiIIIES WILL NOW OEASE.

TOXIO, March 30 — The euiperor of 
Japan hai> UiH-laird uiicoiulitiuiiiil armis- 
tice. China luude the uffer uf the anuia- 
tio* and th« peace plenipotentiwj of 
Japan wa* empow«red by the emparor 
to accept it wlthont condition. This 
was doue in view of the "uiicxppcted 
event" that huppeued, viz: The at- 
tempted ■lawiuatlMi of LI Hnug 
Chang. 

The armi«tioe, it is said, will be ef - 
feotlTe until the peace iiexoti<itiou8 are 
eoiudnded. After a uieutiug uf the 

Koe ambassadoTH had been decided on, 
oa leqnested the declaration of an 
amiiltfoe. bat this request had not been 
•stadapon favorably by Japan. His 
gOTcmment had not been iuoUnad to 
ffeop warlike operatioos azoept on oer- 
laia conditions. 

These oonditions are not known, but 
it la imsKested tliat probably the oooapa- 
Imi of Takn miglit nave beea <Mie, Ja- 
pan wishing Homething as « guarantee 
of the wiUinguess and earnestness of the 
CXiinese for au luuica )le Hettloment of 
Mm war.

Jin- tirsi wonl of the 
uruiistict- reached the IcK-inou riiiough 
the .Xssociated Press. Mi'. VaiiK Yu 
hud i-ecciveu no orticial coiiiuiuiiication 
froni C'iiina, nor from the state depart- 
uieut. L uaer those circumstances, he 
avkeil to be ezooaed from disooaaiug tha 
situation. 

The numerous suite of the legation, 
compri»iug many secretaries, uttaclies 
and translators, were evidently gU*! 
t h**'- the tedious and discouraging strug- 
^e was at au end. They discussed its 
•ffeota opon their countrymen at home. 
There was spme doubt as to the mean- 
ing of the term "ouconditional " aj-mis- 
tice, although this was accepted as 
meaning that recent evoutM. mciudiug 
probably the shooting of Prince Li, had 
fidnced the envoys to agree to an ar- 
mistice befoi-e agreeing exactly on l- u 
terma of peace. .It 'elt 
meut uf these terms will still be a dim- 
cult task. . , ^ _ , 

The feeling in the interior of Oblna, 
where the effects of the war have not 
been felt, is very strong against a ces- 
sion of tcniturv. Moreover, the pay- 
lueiii of a < i! !i indemnity will neoef^i- 
ttttethc iiupusition of heavy taxes m 
the p 'ople.. uid consequent depression. 
These euiisidoi atious, together with the 
direct hisses and ruvagnri of war, make 
the comnicrcial revival of t'liina so 
problematic that the orticials would not

•ommerua and internal prosperity.

Hides roee, then 
leather, and then shoes; cotton rose, and 
afterward soma cotton goods, ooke was 
advanced, and afterward Bessemer pig. 
in all tliese rHses it is reasoned that th« 
larger demand for consumption, though 
yet wanting, must come when itiaaeeu 
tliat prices arj going up. 

Higher w.iijt s for coke workers havs 
been followed by a formal advance of 
10 cents in the price of coke, and now 
bessemer pijr has risen 35 cents at Pitts- 
hurt; and J. .it Philadelphia.

TiM Former Continues His Review of 
the Recent "Half-Hour Tjilks 
on the Bible/' 



7h« Lexington Pr«Mh«r Criticises 
Mr. Oaka's OritMou of the 



I have hitherto pointed out only this 
•athor'swantof Icnowledge of the nubjpct 
on which he writes. This will still bu 
conspicuous as we proceed, but it will 
appear incidentally, while his various 
attacks on the Bthle will be the leading 
themes. As the first of these I will call 
attention to wliat he says al>out con- 
tradictions in the Scriptares. 

Mr. Cake soiiu>tiiii(>.« indulgcH in flijjlits 
of eloquence such as are quite rare in 
writings of a critical character. For ex* 
ample, lie introduces what wo are now 
about to review with this daz/lint; pas- 



"To Mttte (onrsr In tha mlndiof those who 
are not blinded bjr thaorjr— who hsrs not exaii 
ed thstr ttaeorjr sbore tbs fsoti-ft tew enmple* 
will b« MMUfli to tet the wind oat of this Iner- 
rsnt balloon and whip toe tmile this web of 
Infalllbinty." 

Hirt fir.-t o\;iiiiplt> of contradiction is 
the well-known fact that in 2. Samuel 
xxiv.l, it is said that the Lord moved 
Ihivid to number Israel, while in 2. 
ChronicleH xxi. 1, Batan is said to have 
done it. On this Mr. Oake remarks : 

Both statements cannot be true, unless 
the I^ord and Satan are one and the 
same." I wonder if the man has lived 
this lon^ without learninf{ that some 
things done by Satan are also done by 
the Lord, Satan doing part and the Lord 
doing part How about the crucifixion 
of Jesus? Will somebody have to inform 
the gentleman that<i<)d had a hand in 
that transaction, and Satan also, and 
that but for the part taken by each the 
t'voiit would not have transpired ? \ 
think 1 know a modern instance of the 
eame thing. I am sure that Satan in- 
•tigated Ifr. Oake to talk these Ulks, and 
then to publish them ; and it is my opin- 
ion that the Lord, knowing that he had 
humbugged some of the people of Mays- 
ville long enough, moved him to do the 
bsme thing, in order that his ignorance 
and skepticism might be exposed. 

Next, we have the startling instance, 
that Ood did tempt Abraham, acrordinc 
to OenesiSi yet according to James he 
tempts no man. Again I wonder if he 
has lived so loiij; without learning that 
the word tempt in the Bible means to 
try, and that the trial may be for a good 
purpo?e as well a« for an ovil one. 

Next, Elijah is said to have gone by a 
whirlwind into heaven, yet Jeaus says, 
'• No man has ascended into heaven." 
Who but Mr. Cake does not know that 
the word heaven is often used in the Old 
Testament for the visible heavens, and 
that whirlwinds cannot blow men jnto 
'.he lieaven of which Jesus speaks? 
Men had gone into the disembodied 
state before Jesus spoke, as Elijah doubt- 
less did ; but not into heaven, the final 
abode of the saints. 

Next, our critic cites the command in 
Niimhera to ofTor sacrifices, and claims 
ttiat it is contradicted by Micah's dec- 
laration to the Jews ofehis day that the 
Lord would not be pleased with thou- 
sands of rams, or ten thousands of rivers 
•f oil. There is nothing surprisinj,' in 
this. Read the rest of tiie chapter 
(Micah vi) and six verses of the next 
chapter describing the almost unspeak- 
able wickedness of the people, and you 
will see at once why God desired no sac- 
rifices at their hands. If a churoh were 
to become as wicked now, ail tlie prayers 
that its mamben eonld offer would only 
bring upon ^m, as Jesus said of the 
Scribes aad Pharisees, "greater damna- 
tion." Andthisisaoontradiction, "which 
lets the wind out of thi>^ inerrant balloon, 
and whips to a frazzle this web of in- 
laliibility." 

Our frazzler of webs and burster of 
ti.Uloons next turns to theNewTestament, 
and the tirst contradiction he ppccifies 
there, is one between Luke and Matthew 
M to when Jesos was taken by Joeeph to 
Nazareth. Hecaiisc Luke say.s the family 
went to Nazareth after the service in the 
t >nple, and Matthew says they went to 
Ejivpt and then to Nazareth, there is a 
contradiction, as if they could not have 
dona both. If I were to say that Mr. 
Oakti after delivering those half-hour 
talks, took a boat and went to Cincinnati ; 
and another man were to say that after 
delivering those talks, Mr. Cake went up 
to Ashland, and on returning he took a 
|)oat and went to Cincinnati, I suppose- 
Oake would say that this is a contradic- 
tion ; but he wonid be the only man in 
MayHvillo to Kiiy so. Everybody else 
would know better. 

We are told in tliis connection, that 
'• we have irreconcilable diflSculties grow- 
ing out of the genealogies given by 
Matthew and Luke." I venture to say 
that we have no such thing. If he shall 
attempt to point out any, he will ahow 
his ignorance agafti. 



The next spwiticatioii lets the wind 
out of Mr. Cake's balloon as completely 
as anything we liav« y«t uientirmed. 1

Here it is not Mark against John, but 
John against Cake. The latter commiu 
the unaccountabla blunder of making 
John say what he never dreamed of ray- 
ing. L«t any child in Maysvllle ten 
ypars old, read from John i. 'Jt» to 11. I, 2, 
with the question before it, whether 
John says Jesus was at Cans the third 
day after his baptism, and y«u will see 
how reliable a writer Mr. Cake is. 

The last contradiction which he 
charges against the New Testament is 
almost as bright a specimen as the one 
just di«posfd of. As It la compactly 
stated I copy it in full: 

Paul tcUit us (1 Cor. xv. 5) that Jcsiu was seen 
of the twelve after his resurrection— doubtlew 
meaning the twelve apoatlae— but there were not 
twelve apo»Ue« to see him; there were bat 
eleven. Judas was dead and Matthias wu net 
sleotod tlU after Chriat's aieenalon. 

If he was sharp enough to notice that 

there were not twelve apostlee when 
Jesus arose, why was he not sharp 
enough to know that there were twelve 

when Paul wrote this epistle, and that 
all these twelve saw Jesus after iiis resur- 
rection? He should have known that 
Matthias was- .selected hecanpe he had 
been with the apostles Irom the time of 
John's baptism till the ascension of 
Jesus, and he could be a witness with 
them of the resurrection. Acts i. 21, '22. 

Mr. Cake's fine success in exposing the 
contradictions in the Scriptures, seems 
to have exhilarated him, and led him at 
the clo.se of the paragraph from which I 
have last quoted, to indulge in an other 
burst of hia pecnliar eloquence. Hede* 
nouiK es the claim.of infallibility and in* 
errancy as, 

A dogma uiuupported l>y one siiiKl*' fH< t : u 
wild and Inoolierent guess made u> frit;liion chil- 
dren aud fool the ercdulou.s. but rapidly pasi^ing 
into Innocuous desuetude to all who are emanci- 
pated bom priest-craft ami who love truth and 
realltr raatlx more than faUactous argument, 
Rophlitlcal reasoninf and sectarian balderdasli. 

Mr. Cake is not only elofjuent after this 
fashion, but sometimes, even in these 
critical essays where you would least ex- 
pect it, he becomes pathetic. He is a 
benevolent man, exceedingly anxious to 
keep the children from being frightened, 
and the credulous from being fooled, by 
this "wild and incoherent guess " (not a 
wildcat, mind you, but a wild lmicssV. and 
I can imagine the tender-hearted sisters 
putting their handkerchiefs to their faces 
when he rnnrludcd the next division of 
his sixth '• talk " with the following touch 

of pathos : 

A book that U inerrant must be free from orn ir ; 
it most be accurate in evenrthiug. It not, w hi r< 
to ito IntalUbllitr 7 It haa tone where the wood- 
bine twineth and the whangdoodle sdonmeth 
for her flrst born— ah ! 

How rare it is to hear such eloquence
